Berlin—MP>—An official statement 


is expected here from the Reichs- 
bank directorate at the termination 
of Tuesday's and Wednesday's meet- 
ing concerning- the stability of the 
mark and making clear the bank's 
attitude on what have been called 
"French machinations against the 
German 'mark." 


This statement, German 
circles 


expect, will voice indignation felt 
here at reports which were spread 
over all the world last week just be- 
fore and after the bank raised its 
discount rate. It was openly charged 
here at the time that certain Krench 
sources sought withdrawal of foreign 
capital from Germany. 


French newspapers charged that 


Dr. Hjahnar Schacht, who arrived 
in Berlin yesterday from Paris to 
attend the two meetings of the di- 
rectorate, was trying- to undermine I 
the German financial structure and i 
wreck the Dawes plan on the reef 
of its own transfer protection clause. 


Such a statement as the bank does 


issue is expected here to conclude 
that the safeguards which have been 
placed around its operations preclude 
any possible great fall in tho value 
of the mark.

A sharp dis- 
tinction must be made between religion 
itself and the men who quite often oc- 
cupy positions of power in some partic- 
ular sect. Certainly the -teachings of 
Christianity if interwoven into gov- 
ernment should be of-splendid results. 
But the progress of so interweaving 
them, of teaching them and of apply- 
ing them is a process upon which there 
is such divergence of opinion that it 
has never worked-well in practice. It is 
sometimes difficult to' find a reason for 
this because most men who devote 
their lives to religion are certainly ac- 
tuated by high and praiseworthy mo- 
tives; yet, instances arc rare indeed 
where churchmen or those whose pro- 
nounced purpose is to govern accord- 
ing to the rules of some sect, have tak- 
' en the helm of state and run the ship 
excepting upon a most bloody and dis- 
astrous course. That is not jumping to 
conclusions. It is not merely the experi- 
ence of a generation nor of a century. 
It is not solely the experience of one 
nation or of one people. It is the com- 
bined experiences of many nations 
operating under all conceivable condi- 
tions, concerned with -almost every 
form of religion and 
covering more 


than a thousand years. The result has 
. generally been the same whether the 


people of the particular nation were all 
of one faith or of different 
faiths. 


- Church interference or domination in 


government has most often been con- 
sidered by the,people as hard, unrea- 
sonable, tyrannical. It has resulted in 
the most flaming of outbursts, the sort 


• that occur only when men ha\c become 


angry and goaded seemingly beyond 
their ability to endure. 


Yet the church is concerned, and 


' properly so, with the moral welfare of 


the people. 
The sale of alcohol has a 


direct bearing upon that welfare. That 


.. the church should take a pronounced 


stand against alcohol is natural.

" may seem somewhat inconsistent 
to 


deny churchmen, as such, the right to 
lobby, yet such a course is fraught with 
evils and dire consequences, and of

The centuries arc spotted with in- 


stances like that of Savonarola in the 
Florentine republic and Cromwell hi 
England, men admittedly of pure lives, 
honest convictions, great ability and 
the most sincere purpose to serve, av«d 
yet when'they have attempted to dp* 
crate a government according to the 
'tenets of some religious persuasion they 
have brought that government crash- 
ing down upon themselves admidst evi- 
dences of a hatred and a bitterness dif- 
ficult to understand, Savonarola hanged 
and then burned at the stake, Cromwell 
even defiled in his tomb by-the general- 
ly staid and unemotional English. 


The historian Trollope, after a care- 


ful study-of centuries of church rule 
and of churchman pov»cr iu go\ em- 
inent concluded that such an influence 
was a.failure because of its inelasticity, 
jts unbending adherence to principles 
conceived to be right and from which 
those in power would not permit the 
slightest departure, rules that judged a 
sin to'be a crime and attached impor- 
tance to conditions and to conduct of 
men wholly out of keeping with a 
strong and sustained public opinion. 


Whatever may be the cause of these 


sanguinary results, be it inconsistent or 
otherwise, this much seems clear, the 
results have most always been unfor- 
tunate.

1 be scientific, and to understand the

Thc rule of Eleven gets its name 


from thc fact that when a player's 
first lead Is thc fourth best card of 
the suit with which he opens thc 
play, cither the partner of the leader 
or thc Declarer can obtain informa- 
tion of lalue by subtracting the 
number of pips on thc card led from 
eleven. That may sound a little com- 
plicated, but the application of the 
rule really is simple. 


Suppose 
South is Declarer 
and 


West's initial lead is the sec of Dia- 
monds. If West W leading his fourth 
best Diamond, then North. East and 
South hold among them five Dia- 
monds higher than thc Six: 11 minus 
6 (the number of pips upon the card 
lead) equals 5. 
If* South (Declarer) 


held thc ace and Queen of Diamonds 
and saw the Jack and Seven in his 
dummy, he would know that 
held only one Diamond higher than 
the Six because 
North and South
